Stephen, likewife, had a moft remarkable 
and equally unaccountable Averfion for a 
kind of Bread that he called Bompernicole, 
which is geaeraliy ufed in Wefiphalia, and 
his Affectation of hating that, and the Co- 
lour of Yeliow, very often led kim to fuch 
Indecencies that he ought to have biufhed 
at. Shame, however, was paft the Shadow 
of Stephen's Hair, as the Saying is, and he 
minded nothing but his own Humour, and 
Revenge. This arofe to fuch a Height, 
that when he differed with Sir Robert Wail- 
pole, he fwore, by a long Bib he ufed to 
wear, moft bitterly, that he did, not mind 
whatwas right or what was wrong, but that 
he was determined to be againft Sir Rodert, 
in all Cafes. Stephen became to be fo pre- 
poflefied with this Notion, that there was 
not a Bill for a Turnpike, or for repairing 
a Church, brought into the Houfe by any of 
Sir Robert’s Fricnds, that he did not oppofe. 
When he was fometimes afked concerning the 
Rationality ofthisOppofition,he ufed toglout, 
foam at the Mouth, and to tell the Perfon he was 
converfing with, that he was a damn’d Fool if 
he did not know that his Bufinefs was to 
keep Sir Robert from the Credit of even do- 


‘ing a right Thing, becaufe if he did right 


Things, it might make him popular, and 
therefore it would not be quite {0 eafy to 
hang him, which was his moft fincere In- 
tention. Several very worthy well-meaning 
People, who had before a very great Affec- 
tion for Stephen, were greatly itumbled at 
this Declaration; but upon their endeavour- 
ing to reafon with them, they could get no 
other Aniwer from him, than that they were 


‘ all damn’d Fools, and that he knew what he 


was about. 

Having thus given a Piéture of the difa- 
greeable Part of Srephen’s Conduét and Cha- 
racter, I muft, in Imitation of other grave 
Hiftorians, exhibit the more agreeable Parts 
of both. In the firit Place, Stephen, though 
he never meant it, nor cared one Farthing 
about the Matter, happened fometimes to be 
in the Right, as in the Cafe of the Excife 
Scheme, the Convention, and feveral others 
Icould name.

Peterfoourg, Fan.5. The Courts of Vienna 
and Saxony reclaim the Auftrians and Saxons 
which were found among the Pruffian prifoners ; 
they alledge that they were forced into the Pruf- 
lian fervice againft their will, and upon that 
foundation hope that, inftead of being exchang. 
ed, they will be fent to join their refpettive 
regiments : It isnot yet knownwhat refolution 
the court has taken upon this fubjeét, but the 
prifoners in queftion continue {till here, and 
there is no talk of fending them to Butow to 
be exchanged. They confift of about 600. 
With refpect to Count Hordt it is thought that 
he will fooner or later be given up to the Kin= 
of Pruffia. .

Dantzic, Fan. 19. Ther7th inft. Mr. Reimer, 
the Pruffian Refident here, pofitively declared 
to our Regency in the name of his Court, that 
no letters whatfoever fhould be fent hither from 
Berlin, unlefs the Ruffians firft reftored the mail 
with the letters which they took the 2d inftant 
from the poit-boy that fet out from this city. 

Vienna, Fan. 20. According to the laft ac. 
counts from our army, very few men have been 
loft by the cold, the Officers having taken care 
‘to order their foldiers to rub their arms, legs, 
face, head, and neck every night with fnow, by 
which fimple remedy the lives of many have 
been faved. 

Vienna, Jan. 23. The Imperial and Royal 
army remains quiet in its former pofition; and 
the King of Pruffia, though confiderably rein- 
foreed, has not yet made any attempt to dif- 
lodge it. 

Meiffen, Fan. 22. Col. Solomon, at the head 
of 4000. his men, is faid to be gone in quett of 
the newly raifed Saxon Rangers, who are fo 
eager to fignalize themfelves, that they fome- 
times appear under the walls of Leipfick. 

Wurtzburg, Jan. 20. The Germanick troops 
are already recovered from the fatigues of the 
jait campaign: there are but few tick among 
them ; they wait for their recruits, accoutre- 
ments, and horfes, and reckon to leave their 
quarters very early in the Spring. 

Count Daun itill keeps his camp of Plawen, 
having his head-quarters fometimes at Plawen 
and fometimes at Pyrna.

‘Life who did not kick his A~-2," after he 
had given him the Cait of his Office, as Gen- 
tleman-Uther at Court. But Stephen was ne- 
ver known to refent the Indignity, and was 
always ready to make up Matters the next 
‘Time they met together, which was general- 
ly at the Fountain Tavern in the Strand. 

About the Year 1728, Stephen had all the 
Appearances about him of a deep Confump- 
tion, and every Body gave him over as being 
a dead Man. He recovered, however, by 
Means of a Bath Doftor, and a Worceffer- 
foire Apothecary, who underftood Stephen’s 
Conftitution perfeétly weil, tho’ it was, per- 
haps, the only Part of Phyfick they knew any 
thing about. Every Day, as Stephen reco- 
vered Strength, he grew more and more im- 

udent, and ufed to thruft himfelf into all 

ompanies, and it was marvellous to fee 
how well he was received in mof. The 
Duke of N———, and his Brother Mr. 
P » always kicked him out, whenever 
he applied to them, and fome other People 
of Fathion followed their Example. But it 
is certain, that Stephen had very great Inter- 
eft in many very noble Families, tho’ at this 
Time no Mortal can account for the Rea- 
fon of it, unlefs we attribute it to his own 
matchlefs Impudence, and the moft villain- 
ous Ufe he made of the Words I havealready 
mentioned. 

People of Senfe were often amazed how 
any Mortal in the World could be impofed 
upon by Stephen, becaufe he fcarcely was 
two Days together of the fame Opinion, or 
in the fame Mind. If any Body took the 
Liberty to afk him, why he differed To-day 
fo much from what he had faid Yefterday, he 
ufed to ftare in their Face, and fwear, and 
damn his Soul to Perdition, that he did not 
fpeak the very Words that had paffed his 
Lips not Half an Hour ago. This made 
thinking People ftare in their Turn, and at 
laft Stephen began to be fmoak’d. Some of 
his Friends called him Knave, and others 
Fool; but moft of them were of Opinion, 
that he was Part of both. Stephen, how- 
ever, ftill vapoured and boafted of his Place 
of Gentleman-Uther to the Court; but he 
introduced fuch a Pack of Tag, Rag, and 
Bob-tail into it, that the very beft Friends 
he had began, at laft, to fufpeét, that, far 
from being Gentleman-Uhher, he was, in 
Faé&, no better than a Pimp. His Aétions

that the King of Pruflia thould place any real 
confidence in their promifes. 

Berlin, Jan. tg. We have no news from the 
army, except that the report of his Majeity’s 
being indifpofed was without foundation, and 
that he continues in perfeét health. The Cof- 
facks make incurfions into Pomerania, the New 
Marche, and Silefia. ’ 

Drefiien, Jan. 24. The two armies, who pals 
the winter in watching each others motions, 
have called in their advanced pofts on account 
of the rigour of the feafon. The troops on both 
fides futter much through the fcarcity of pro- 
vifions; and the inhabitants, being obliged to 
fare as hard as the foldiers, cannot tell whether 
the Auftrians or Pruffigns are the better or 
worfe guetts. ; . 

Ratybon, Jan.25. We this moment receive 
advice, that Marfhal Daun bath removed his 
head-quarters to Dippoidifwalde. 

Hamburgh, Jan. 29. The lait letters from 
Ecipfick advife, that the: King of Pruffia, being 
moved by the reprefentations which had been 
made to him by the inhabitants of that city, 
with re(pect to their paying the 800,000 crowns 
he lately demanded of them, had declared, that 
he would be content with half that fum, upon 
condition that it fhould be paid within a cer- 
tain limited time. 

Berlin, Fan.25. We are affured that the He- 
reditary Prince of Brunfwick will return to the 
Allied army with the detachment hehas lately 
conducted. into Saxony. 

Paderborn, Jan. 23. The Englifh troops are 
on their march to Ofnabrug ; where they will 
not be only at hand for the reinforcements to 
join them that are. expected to land at Embden 
in the courfé of the next month fram England, 
but alfo to cover Munfter, if the-enemy thould 
attempt any thing againft that placein the fpring. 
In the mean time Prince Ferdinand, by his pre- 
fent fituation, not only covers the Eleétorate of 
Hanover, but can, at all times, with great eafe, 
fend detachments into the country ot Heile, in 
cafe the enemy fhould make any attempts on 
that fide. The French have not made the leaft 
motion for feveral days palt. 

Wezel, Fan. 25. Our garrifon attually confitts 
of 12 battalions and and fome detachments of 
dragoons from the regiments of Beaufremont 
and Thianges. 

The 23d inft. M. de Cambefort, with 15 of 
his new huffars and 30 foot, carried off 1: men 
and 13 horfes trom Nottelen, in the Bifhoprick 
of Muniter, where 14,000 of the Allies are in 
winter-quarters. Utrecht Gazette. 

Hanover, Fan. 25. The roth inft. a Ruiiian 
officer, named Orbelin, difparcHed to theKut. 
fian Envoy at tie Hague, arrived here. It is 
pretended that on hisleaving this city he affirm. 
ed, that his difpatches were relative to the ne- 
gotiativas for a piece, which, according to the 
Emprefs of Kuilia’s fentiments, did not feem to 
be at a gress dittance, and thar her Imperial 
Majeity’s a.iay should provifionally remain 
where it was, til it received orders to return 
hone, fuppe.ing the Court of Vienna perfitted 
m the deign of not iending a hand tow:eds a 
reconailiailon, 
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Paris, Jan. 41. The King has made a pro- 
motion of 36 Lieutenant-Generals, befides fe- 
veral Major-Generais and Brigacters. Marfhal 
iielleifle has fent orders to the Colonels and 
other Officers of the regiments which are to 
compofe the army of the Prince de Soubife, to 
get ready their field-equipage without delay, 
becaufe the campaign will be opened very early. 

Dicppe, Fan. 26. We learn trom Rennes in 
Brittany, that feveral regiments of toot snd 
horte quartered in that Province have received 
orders to march to the Low Countries, iv order 
to make a part of the army there, under the 
command of the Prince de Soubife. 

. Paris, Jan.2%. M. Bertin, the Comptrolier- 
General of the Finances, labours in concert 
with the ableft Financiers to raife the neceflary 
fupplies to enable the King to carry on the 
war with vigour, and at the famé time difcharge 
inftead of increafing the publick debt. In or- 
der to obtain thefe twodefirable objeéts,it is faid, 
that in lieu of the taxes of one tenth, one twen 
tieth, &c. there will be one fifth during the war, 
then one tenth for five years, and after that 
time one twentieth for five years more. It is 
likewife reported, that all the perpetual annui- 
tics payable by the King, will have five per 
cent. taken from their capital, as they defcend 
by inheritance. By thefe means the State wiil 
gradually difcharge the whole of the public 
debt, with little prejudice to the individuals. — 

The feveral Captains of the men of war in 
the river Vilaine, being fenfible-that it is gene - 
rally.thought they. behaved ill-in the engage- 
ment of the 21ft ot November, have written to 
M. Berryer, Minilter and Secretary of State for 
naval affairs, to delire of him to apply to the 
King that their conduct may be enquired into 
‘by # Court-Martial, which requeit has been 
‘granted them. But as M. Berryer thought 
their letter fomewhat difrefpectful he wrote 
to them to the following effect : 

“| forgive the difrefpeétful manner of your 
‘writing, in confideration of the atrocioufnefs of 
the injury which all France lays to your charge, 
‘and that not without foundation. I have no 
occafion to increafe your accufation, I even with 
lin this cafe you may prove as guiltlefs as your 
‘temerity would perfuade me to believe. For the 
reft, if you are innocent you will be acquitted, 
and if guilty punithed with the utmoft rigour.” 

According to the regifters kept by the feveral 
parithes in this city, it appears, that there have 
died within the courfe of the laft year 18,446 
perfons, that 19,058 have been chriftened, 405 
marriages, and 5064 foundling children. |

When he was feized, 
upon examining his pockets and portmanteau, 
there were found teyeral copies of a Circular 
Letter, addreffed to the Bihops, who are to 
compofe the Affembly of the Ciergy, exhort- 
ing them to break thro’ their filence, to oppofe 
the authority of the Lay Tribunals, and to fet 
up the Conftitution as a rule of faith.

Experience, therefore, has long fhewn, that there j 
yet wanting a Paper, which may ferve as an Index to al 
other Papers and Publications, and which will fupply 
the Deficiencies of each from all the reft, yet not render 
any of them ufelefs: as, inftead of giving the full Ac- 
count required, it will only thew the Paper or Place in 
which the Advertifement or Public Notice may be found.
